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OCEANA KNIFE

Judge says attacker 


A man who claimed he “acciden¬ 
tally” stabbed a clubber five times 
at Oceana in Kingston has been 
jailed for seven years. 

Hoopang Wong, 25, had been 
found guilty of attacking Karlos 
Fredericks with a flick knife dur¬ 
ing an attack on May 20 on the out¬ 
side smoking balcony. 

Wong said that Mr Fredericks 
had attacked him and, after find¬ 
ing the blade on the floor of the 
club, he accidentally cut the vic¬ 
tim in self defence. 

Mr Fredericks received four cuts 
to his legs, including one down to 
the bone, and a fifth to the chest.

Man suffers head injury 
following road accident 


A Chessington man is still in hospital 
after being involved in a road traffic 
accident during rush hour. 

Michael “Alby” Miles, 60, who lives 
in a caravan in Chessington, was hit in 
Hook Road outside the North Star pub 
last Tuesday evening at around 
5.30pm. 

He was taken to St George’s Hospital 
with head and leg injuries and was in 
a serious but stable condition as the 
Kingston Guardian went to press.

Friend Polly Bursby, who works at 
the Chessington Equestrian Centre, 
said: “One of my girls went up to see 
him and he has a broken leg and facial 
injuries. We are all wishing him a 
speedy recovery.” 

Jim Taylor from Chessington Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, said: “He is a char¬ 
acter and a good handyman - a 
Chessington legend.” 


The A243 Hook Road northbound 
was closed between Clayton Road and 
Somerset Avenue for three hours and 
opened at around 8.30pm in the 
evening. 

Councillor Patricia Bamford said: “It 
is tragic something like this has hap¬ 
pened in the days leading up to 
Christmas. 

“There is no crossing there but there 
is one further up and one at the top.” 

Transport for London has submitted 
proposals to improve a crossing out¬ 
side the Hook Centre, which is further 
down the road, and a new crossing 
will be put in by the junction with Elm 
Road. 

Grandfather Mike Cowley, 73, a for¬ 
mer school governor at Castle Hill Pri¬ 
mary School and Chessington 
Community College, died when he was 
hit by a lorry while crossing Hook 
Road on December 12 in 2007, spark¬ 
ing calls for the new crossing.

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Fined over anti-Muslim violence 


Members of Kingston Mosque have 
offered an olive branch to a man con¬ 
victed of violent disorder after being 
photographed with a stick. 

During Henry Hunter’s trial in 
November, the 19-year-old expressed 
regret over his involvement with the 
group that attacked the East Road 
mosque with sticks, beer bottles and 
bacon. 

After his sentencing, Hunter told 
the Kingston Guardian he intended 
to write a letter of apology to the 
mosque. 

Rizwan Khaliq, from Kingston Mus¬ 
lim Association, said the mosque 


members were open to “building 
bridges”. 

Mr Khaliq said: “It is unfortunate it 
takes a jury trial for some people to 
express their remorse, and it is a 
shame it takes a sentencing for them 
to write to us. 

“But we are a forgiving and open 
arms community and if it was possi¬ 
ble to build bridges we do embrace 
all. 

“Clearly we don’t want to see 
mosques attacked in the future and if 
we can reach out in a mature way to 
the disenfranchised then we would be 
very interested in doing that.”

Mosque plan thrown 
out over traffic fears

Planning permission for a 
mosque in Worcester Park was 
unanimously turned down by 
councillors at a lively meeting 
with heightened security. 

Councillors said the proposed 
mosque in Green Lane would 
bring too much traffic to the area 
and voted to refuse planning per¬ 
mission after hearing arguments 
from concerned neighbours and 
from the project’s backers. 

About 300 people attended the 
meeting and there were loud 
cheers as the councillors voted. 

Three Police Community Sup¬ 
port Officers and two police offi¬ 
cers attended to help keep order. 

During the meeting the chair¬ 
man had to ask the audience to 
calm down on several occasions 
as speakers were interrupted by 
loud heckling. 

Sutton Council’s development 
control committee met at Cheam 
High School on December 3 to ac¬ 
commodate as many of the hun¬ 
dreds of people who wrote in 
protest against, and in support of, 
the proposal to turn the Old Bank 
Chambers into a mosque. 

The plan was to use the build¬ 
ing, which has been vacant for 
more than three years but used to

be home to about 20 office staff, as 
a mosque with regular prayer 
meetings attracting about 15 peo¬ 
ple and Friday prayers attracting 
140 people. 

Iftikhar Maniar, of Cunnane 
Town Planning, speaking on be¬ 
half of the applicant, said: “It is 
clear there will be no severe 
impact. 

There are no policy grounds on 
which this application can be 


refused. It will provide a commu¬ 
nity facility for hundreds of 
Muslims.” 

Arthur Hookway, chairman of 
the Worcester Park Residents’ As¬ 
sociation, addressed councillors 
at the meeting. 

He said: “I personally delivered 
a petition with more than 3,700 
signatures to the council. I feel I 
can say I have been in touch with 
many residents and I have found 
less than a handful in support of 
this. 

“Can you afford to get this 
wrong? If you do, those of us who 
live and drive on the affected 
roads will never recover.” 

Other speakers against the pro¬ 
posal included ward councillors 
Stephen Fenwick and Stuart Gor¬ 
don Bulloch as well as the chair¬ 
man of Worcester Park Traders’ 
Association. 

Speakers in favour of the pro¬ 
posal were repeatedly heckled in¬ 
cluding by one woman who 
appeared to be crying. 

Committee chairman Council¬ 
lor John Leach had to tell mem¬ 
bers of the audience they did 
their case “no good” by calling 
out. 

Having heard the arguments, 
councillors unanimously voted 
against giving the mosque plan¬ 
ning permission.

Killer’s ‘faked email’ 


A jealous lover who hit his girl¬ 
friend 50 times with a hammer in 
front of their daughter had faked 
an email to make it look like she 
provoked him, a court heard. 

Asad Niazi, 29, killed Charito 
Cruz, 37, at the home they shared 
in Cambridge Road, Kingston, 
having discovered she had rekin¬ 
dled an affair with a former lover 
on Facebook. 

Mr Niazi, 29, admits manslaugh¬ 
ter, but denies murder on the 
grounds he was suffering from 
severe depression at the time of 
the attack on September 26,2011. 

Prosecutor John Rees told the 
Old Bailey at the beginning of his 
trial on Monday, December 3, that 
records recovered from the family 
computer showed Mr Niazi ac¬ 
cessed the Filipino nanny’s Yahoo 
account so he could send a fake 
message to his own email address. 

The message, which taunts Mr

Niazi with threats of being sent to 
jail and not being allowed to see 
his daughter, was sent to “miti¬ 
gate the consequences of his in¬ 
tended actions”, he said. 

Mr Rees said: “It is our con¬ 
tention that this sham email was 
produced by the defendant be¬ 
cause he was already contemplat¬ 
ing the possibility of killing her 
and was considering what charges 
he might face.” 

Mr Niazi was found cradling the 
couple’s daughter, then two years 
old, with the blood of Ms Cruz 
“splattered all over his face”, the 
court heard. 

He is alleged to have told a police 
officer “she cheated on me, she de¬ 
served it”, but later denied mak¬ 
ing the statement, telling officers 
he loved Ms Cruz. 


The jury heard Mr Niazi told a 
child helpline he was being 
“pushed to the limits” after dis¬ 
covering Ms Cruz was in regular 
text and Facebook contact with 
married ex-boyfriend Michael 
Gabriel. 

Mr Niazi’s brother Muhammad 
Khan said Ms Cruz, a nanny and 
care home worker, texted her new 
lover in front of Mr Niazi. 

He said: “He told me she was not 
treating him very well and that 
she was taunting him.” 

The day before Ms Cruz’s death, 
Mr Niazi was released on police 
bail after admitting criminal dam¬ 
age to her iPhone, the court 
heard. 

Ms Cruz made an appointment 
to visit the domestic violence one- 
stop-shop in Kingston and made 
inquiries about changing the 
locks, the court heard. 

The trial continues.

Oceana goes to court to 
fight for its right to party

The last night at Oceana has 
been delayed after the 
Kingston club’s owners 
appealed against the removal 
of its licence. 

The Clarence Street venue 
will remain open until the ap¬ 
peal is heard at a magistrates’ 
court, whose ruling is final. 

A sub-committee made up 
of councillors decided to 
withdraw the club’s licence at 
an all-day hearing at Guild¬ 
hall in Kingston on Septem¬ 
ber 20, after the fatal stabbing 
of Jamie Sanderson. 

A spokeswoman for Lumi- 
nar Leisure said the venue 
would appeal as the decision 
to revoke the licence was 
“disproportionate”. 

She said: “Oceana has been 
a key part of Kingston’s night 
economy for more than 20 
years and employs 200 people. 

“Our management team 
has worked hard to build 
productive relationships 
with the police and local 
authorities. 

“We are always conscious of 
our neighbours and have 
taken various steps to min¬ 
imise disruption and have not 


received a single complaint 
from residents during the 
past six years. 

“The safety and security of 
our customers is and always 
has been our main priority. 


“Over the past five years 
violent crime has decreased 
and, of those crimes, more 
than 88 per cent were down to 
the theft and loss of mobile 
phones, which distort the 


overall figures. 

“We look forward to 
working closely with the 
community, licensing and po¬ 
lice teams to maintain the 
safest possible environment 
for our customers to enjoy a 
great night out.” 

The club topped a poll of 
the most crimes in London 
nightclubs for two years run¬ 
ning and accounts for almost 
a quarter of crimes in 
Kingston, the hearing heard. 

Councillor Andrea Craig 
said: “Students and residents 
stand together in thinking 
the club should be perma¬ 
nently closed. 

“Saying it is sorry and it 
will not happen again is just 
not good enough.” 

Council leader Coun Derek 
Osbourne said: “It would be 
surprising if Luminar had 
not appealed given it made so 
much money out of the club. 

“One of the questions over 
how we got to this sorry 
place is the way it made 
its money - by stacking up 
cheap drinks, not caring how 
drunk people got, admitting 
people who may already have 
had too much to drink and, 
as we know, being lax about 
security.”

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Students’ digs ‘would be 
out of keeping with area’

Plans to build new student ac¬ 
commodation in two areas of 
Kingston have been con¬ 
demned by residents. 

London and Provincial Ac¬ 
commodation wants to demol¬ 
ish a building in Hawks Road - 
formerly Park Wire Displays - 
and replace it with an “overtly 
modernist” 52-bedroom hous¬ 
ing block for students. 

Hawks Road Residents’ As¬ 
sociation secretary Ray Dick¬ 
inson said: “The building is 
far too large for the area and 
would be completely out of 
place in a road that is largely 
residential. 

“The design is also totally 
out of keeping with the mostly 
Victorian and Edwardian 
houses, and even with the few 
commercial buildings in the 
road.” 

Fellow association member 
Barry Flynn said residents 
had yet to hear from Liberal 
Democrat ward councillors 
Penny Shelton, Stephen Bris- 
ter and David Ryder-Mills. 

He said: “There is a very 
strong feeling of objection 
here. 


“We have asked the local 
councillors for their support 
but so far heard nothing back 
from them.” 

But Norbiton councillor 
Stephen Brister responded: 
“The main reason people 
know about this is because the 
three Lib Dem councillors 
printed a leaflet and delivered 


them to houses in Hawks 
Road, Portman Road and 
School Passage.” 

Meanwhile, women were 
in tears, it was claimed, 
against the building of 133 
flats in Kingston Vale by 
AK Property Investments, 
demolishing a bungalow at la 
Robin Hood Lane, and 


building a multi-storey block. 

Gordon Foster, chairman of 
the Kingston Vale Residents’ 
Association, said: “The resi¬ 
dents are up in arms about it. 
I’ve had ladies in tears about 
it. 

“We have had a considerable 
amount of calls and a couple 
of letters, all concerned that it 
would be a catastrophe for the 
area.” 

Coun Patrick Codd, co-chair¬ 
man of the Maidens and 
Coombe planning sub-com¬ 
mittee, said: “I have not 
known such anger in nearly 20 
years, not just in Kingston but 
in my ward.” 

John Foley, of Ullswater 
Crescent, said: “The facilities 
here have declined over the 
years. There used to be two 
pubs but both have been sold 
off for housing and we’ve lost 
those amenities. Where would 
the students go?” 

James Lloyd, of AK Proper¬ 
ty Investments, said: “We are 
not going to please everybody, 
but we have submitted the ap¬ 
plication for a development 
that is safe, secure and man¬ 
aged, and that will fit comfort¬ 
ably in the Vale.” 

The decision is expected on 
December 17. 


‘Mean’ pair stole

Former Chessington res¬ 
idents Julie Brazil, 30, and 
Craig Blackburn, 32, had 
been gardeners for the 
pensioner. 

Between September 2009 
and March 2010 they stole 
almost £20,000, by robbing 
cheques and cheque stubs 
and paying them into 
Brazil’s account. 

Both were sentenced to 
two years in jail at 
Kingston Crown Court on 
Friday, November 30. 

Blackburn, of Cox Lane, 
West Ewell, was sentenced 
to an extra 11 months for a 
burglary in Durham while 
he was on bail. 


Detective Constable 
Ahmed Elobeid, of 
Kingston CID, said: “It is 
shocking that two people 
felt that they could take 
advantage of a vulnerable 
old lady to the extent that 
they virtually stole her 
life savings. 

“At no point did either 
Brazil or Blackburn ac¬ 
cept responsibility for 
what they had done and 
thus caused an extensive 
investigation and drawn 
out court proceedings, 
which have caused great 
stress to the victim 
and close members of her 
family.” 

Judge Susan Tapping 
said the theft was one of 
the meanest the court had 
heard.

Baroness criticises ‘severe cuts’ 


A leading disabilities equali¬ 
ty campaigner has criticised 
Kingston Council over its 
handling of adult social care 
budgets. 

Baroness Campbell of Sur¬ 
biton, who had spinal muscu¬ 
lar atrophy diagnosed as a 
baby, said “severe cuts” had 
been made worse by a lack of 
“intelligent planning” from 
Kingston Council leaders. 

Jane Campbell, 53, was

appointed a cross-bench life 
peer in 2007 and worked with 
the council throughout the 
1990s helping disabled people 
in the borough. 

She said: “In the last 10 
years I have seen the area 
severely attacked by cuts. 

“I don’t think that the re¬ 
sponse from the leadership of 


the council has been very in¬ 
telligently planned. It stifles 
independent living. 

“I’m sorry they have gone 
along with the cuts when 
others have not.” 

On November 21 Mrs 
Campbell won a battle 
against a 300-year-old law to 
become the first woman to 
speak at the House of Lords 
with the help of an assistant. 

She said: “I have been 


working for disabled people’s 
rights for 30 years and 
changes needed to be made 
for me to continue working 
there.” 

Mrs Campbell co-founded 
the National Centre for Inde¬ 
pendent Living (NCIL), 
which has helped thousands 
of people gain more control 
over their lives. 

Deputy leader of the coun¬ 
cil Liz Green said she was 


unaware of Baroness Camp¬ 
bell’s concerns and urged 
her to get in contact. 

She said: “If she has an 
issue with the way we have 
handled budget cuts my 
advice would be to get in 
touch because this is the first 
I have heard of it. 

“It seems like a very sweep¬ 
ing statement, quite general 
- that does say an awful 
lot.”

Objections to filter beds 
plan continue to flood in 


Another late Victorian 
building will be razed 


Hydro’s proposals [for 
Surbiton filter beds] remain 
unchanged. 

This scheme would lead to a 
dangerous cross-flow of river 
traffic and navigational con¬ 
flicts, all on one of the nar¬ 
rowest and busiest stretches 
of the Thames. 

This would have a devastat¬ 
ing effect on one of the best 
river sports training and rac¬ 
ing grounds in Britain. 

The River Thames Sports 
Alliance (RTSA) continues to 
represent a large number of 
river sports clubs and more 
than 1,000 river users, and 
it remains wholeheartedly 


opposed to Hydro’s proposals. 

The recent statements re¬ 
leased by Hydro, and Cratus’ 
unsolicited email campaign 
about consultation with river 
sports clubs, are designed to 
mislead people into withdraw¬ 
ing objections. 

For the record, neither 
Hydro nor the Environment 
Agency have the power to re¬ 
move the long-standing com¬ 
mercial moorings (described 
by Hydro as “rotting hulks”). 

In addition, it is understood 
Kingston Rowing Club has 
been persuaded by Cratus 
to withdraw its long¬ 
standing objection to Hydro’s 


proposals in return for a seat 
on Hydro’s proposed marina 
and houseboat management 
board and a letter of intent 
purporting to address the 
club’s concerns about river 
safety. 

Unfortunately, letters of in¬ 
tent have no standing in plan¬ 
ning law and the reality is 
Hydro can simply walk away 
from such “commitments” 
whenever it pleases, for exam¬ 
ple, when it sells on the site to 
another developer. 

It should also be noted sev¬ 
eral rowing clubs remain op¬ 
posed to the development and 
river sports objections to 


Hydro’s scheme continue to 
flood in. 

Hydro’s divide and rule tac¬ 
tics and its propaganda cam¬ 
paign are failing. 

Indeed, earlier this month, 
the Blue Chip Stand-Up Pad- 
dleboard Club became the lat¬ 
est organisation to register 
objections to the plans. With 
241 subscribed paddlers, Blue 
Chip is the largest club of its 
type in the UK. 

RTSA urges readers to write 
to Kingston Council to object 
to this development.

Your recent article at first 
glance appeared to be about 
the police versus the home¬ 
less, but then I noticed Pri- 
mark Kingston, at 76 Eden 
Street, proposes to expand by 
demolishing the Quaker 
meeting house buildings, at 
78 Eden Street, (Squatters 
arrested in police raid, 
November 29). 

However, as the buildings 
on the Quaker meeting house 
site are late Victorian, have a 
unique style, a subtle blend of 
Gothic and arts and crafts 
(similar in many aspects to 
continental European art 
nouveau, circa 1900), that is 
worth preserving. 

Furthermore, such build¬ 
ings are becoming scarce 


because commercial develop¬ 
ers tend not to be interested 
either in the aesthetic merit 
or in the cultural value of 
high street buildings - 
because aesthetic merit and 
cultural value are invisible, 
whereas cash is not. 

A previous example of the 
unnecessary destruction of 
another late Victorian build¬ 
ing, is the demolition of the 
Treaty Road public library in 
Hounslow and its replace¬ 
ment by the anonymous 
Treaty Centre and perma¬ 
nent blockage of traffic along 
Hounslow high street.

Hydro is not a fit guardian of rich ecological area Pool closure is a loss 


Far from being “one step 
closer” Hydro’s plans to build 
floating homes on Surbiton 
filter beds face growing 
opposition. 

With such sparse support, it 
is no surprise Hydro makes 
much of Natural England’s 
letter to the council lifting its 
objection, hoping planning of¬ 
ficers have confidence there 
are no ecological issues. 


But Natural England has 
not supported the plans, 
merely put conditions on its 
construction if it is approved. 

Now the London Bat Group, 
has recommended the 
scheme’s refusal. It is making 
it clear how damaging it 
would be and that it could 
breach conservation laws. 

Another group, the London 
Wildlife Trust, points out the 


development’s potentially ille¬ 
gal effect on habitats. 

Few organisations support 
the plans. Royal Parks is still 
opposing it, as are the local 
MP, ward members and the 
majority of the people who at¬ 
tended the public meeting. 

The most important news is 
that a rare bat species has 
been recorded at the site. 

Hydro drained the beds 


twice and Natural England 
says foraging will be “much 
reduced”. Hydro’s own con¬ 
sultant, EDP, points out any 
draining damages habitats. 

Hydro has demonstrated it 
is not a fit guardian of such a 
rich ecological environment.

Over 65s own property worth more than £756 billion 


Retired homeowners have 
total property wealth owned 
outright of £756.36 billion, 
new research from 
independent equity release 
adviser Key Retirement 
Solutions shows.

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Don’t just plough on through snow... 


You could come a cropper. Follow this advice for safe winter driving 



Some of us have already had 
to battle through snow to get 
to work this month, and as 
more is forecast, road safety 
charity the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists is 
offering drivers advice on 
driving in wintry conditions. 

The charity, which has 
launched a website with 
traffic updates, weather 
forecasts and tips on how to 
drive safely in winter, says if 
staying at home in the warm 
is not an option, then you 
should follow this advice 
when you drive through snow. 

^ Ensure your windows are 
clean and clear, and that you 
have all-round visibility 
before you set off. Also take 
the time to clear snow off the 
roof of your car. 

^ When driving in snow, get 
your speed right - not too fast 
that you risk losing control, 
but not so slow that you risk 


losing momentum when it is 
needed. 

$ From stationary, start 
gently and avoid high revs. 
Stay in a higher gear to avoid 
skidding and maximise 
control. If it is very slippery, 
in a manual car move off in a 
higher gear, rather than just 
using first. 

$ If you get yourself into a 
skid, the main thing to 
remember is to take your foot 
off the pedals and steer. Only 
use the brake if you cannot 
steer out of trouble. 

$ Double or even triple 
your normal stopping 
distance from the vehicle in 
front so you are not relying 
on your brakes to be able to 
stop; it simply may not 
happen! 

0 It’s better to think ahead 


as you drive to keep moving, 
even if it is at walking pace. 

$ Plan your journey around 
busier roads as they are more 
likely to have been gritted. 
Avoid using short cuts on 
minor roads - they are less 
likely to be cleared or treated 
with salt, especially country 
lanes and housing estates. 

0 Bends are a particular 
problem in icy conditions - 
slow down before you get to 
the bend so that by the time 
you turn the steering wheel 
you have already lost enough 
speed. 

$ On a downhill slope, get 
your speed low before you 
start the descent, and do not 
let it build up - it is much 
easier to keep it low than to 
try and slow down once 
things get slippery. 


And if the worst does 
happen: 

0 Keep track of where you 
are. If you do have to call for 
assistance, you need to be 
able to tell the breakdown or 


emergency services your 
location. 

$ If you must leave your 
vehicle to telephone for 
assistance, find a safe place to 
stand away from the traffic 


flow. If you have just lost 
control, the next driver could 
well do the same in the same 
place. 

$ If you break down or have 
to pull over on a motorway or 
dual carriageway, it is always 
better to leave your vehicle 
and stand a short distance 
behind and to the safe side of 
it. Don’t stand in front of it if 
at all possible. Balancing the 
risks of a collision and 
hypothermia is something 
that depends entirely on your 
situation. 

The tips on the IAM website 
www.drivingadvice.org.uk 
cover rain, snow, ice, fog and 
wind - everything you can 
expect in a typically 
unpredictable British winter.
